Be sure to see these beautiful slides of 
the South African vegetation.

Meet at 8:30 at the So. Cal. Edison Research Labs in Redondo Beach 
(across the street from the generating station). 8:30-12:00 we will 
see studies in progress in mareculture, using waste heat to grow 
lobsters, and others dealing with thermal effects in fish, various 
larva, and kelp beds. A film will be seen of fish activity around 
water intake structures, which behave as artificial reefs. From 1:30 
to 4:30 we will tour the San Onofre Nuclear Generating Station, south 
of San Clemente. Items of interest will be an inside tour of units 
two and three now under construction, geology and nuclear plant 
siting, water intake and fish impingement, environmental effects and 
conservation, and mitigation of impact on vegetation and wildlife. 
Activities will be led by Edison research and development and 
engineering personel. 

From 1405 north, exit and take Crenshaw Blvd. south to 190 St. and 
turn west. As 190 St. goes under some R.R. tracks it merges with 
Hawthorn Blvd. running N-S. Be in left lane to merge with Hawthorn 
Blvd. and immediately after tracks be in right lane to turn right 
and continue on 190 St. 190 St. becomes Anita St. towards the coast.

The following bylaws revisions have been approved by the 
board of directors, and are placed here for your considera¬ 
tion. Words or phrases in parentheses are to be deleted, 
those underlined, to be added. 

REVISION 1 

Art. IV, Sec. 2. Kembership of the board of directors. 

The Board of Directors shall consist of; a President; one or 
more Vice-Presidents; a corresponding secretary, a recording 
secretary ; a Treasurer; and one Director at Large for each 
100 members, but with a minimun of (4) 8 Directors - at- Large. 
The Directors at Large shall reflect the composition of the 
SOB membership -i.e. students, professional botanists and non- 
academic botanists. The immediate Past President of the SCB 
shall be an ex officio member of the Board of Directors. 

REVISION 2 

Art. V, Sec. 7* Duties o^ the Re^c^oi^dii^ Secretary. 

The recording secretary shall keep, or cause to be kept, the 
minutes of all meetings of the Executive Council, Board of 
Directors, and meetings of the members, with time and place 
o‘ holding, the names of those present at an Executive Council, 
or Board of Directors meeting, the number of members present, 
or represented at a member's meeting and the proceedings thereoi. 
The secretary shall give, or cause to be given, notice of all 
meetings of the Board of Directors and meetings of the members 
as required in the bylaws, and shall keep the seal of the aCB 
in safe custody. He/she will also have s uch p owers anddischarge 
such duties as may be assigned to him from time to time by the 

Board. 

Art. V. Sec. ^a 

The corresponding secretary shall prepare those directives 
and other documents as are needed and authorized for the internal 
use of the Executive Council and Board of Directors. He/she 
shall also act as general recipient of correspondence directed 
to the SCB and shall have such other powers and perform such 
other duties as may be prescribed by the Board.
